NOTE: Applicant has amended the claims to include multiple limitations that have not been previously presented, 
including the broadening of the claims to require only amplification of "at least a portion of" the human protein kinase C gamma gene (see 
claim 2) and to eliminate the recitation of a specific elected portion of SEQ ID NO: 3 (see claim 43); further, the claims have been amended 
to recite a particular form of ataxia ( "adult onset cerebellar ataxia") and particular types of mutations (i.e., those that alter "the amino acid 
sequence encoded by the human protein kinase C gamma gene"). These amendments require further search and consideration with 
regard to the written description and enablement requirements of 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, and therefore the proposed amendments 
cannot be entered.
